Have you ever wondered whether you 
were getting the most for your dollars 
when you shop for groceries? 

Ever wonder if it is cheaper to drive to 
Petoskey and shop at Krogers for their 
wide selection or Giant or Oleson for 
their prices? 

Will it cost you more by the time you 
buy gas at’ today’s prices to shop in 
Petoskey or to shop severa] stores in 
your area for their specials? 

Being a coupon clipper who loves a 
good bargain, I set out 10 days ago to 
visit the area supermarkets and com- 
pare prices on a varied selection of 
name brand products. Also included in 
the comparison were generic brands, 
store brands, or other less expensive 
brands of comparable merchandise. 

Our grocery list included a variety of 
items that you might purchase some- 
time during the month including 


cleaner, toilet paper and soap, as well 
as a varied amount of meat, fresh 
vegetables, dairy items, canned goods 
and staples. 

Ground Rules 

In comparing the stores, we shopped 
each store on the weekend when they 
would normally have some shopper 
‘‘specials’’ on, We used the same brand 
and size in nearly every case. If a store 
did not carry that particular brand, a 
similar brand was substituted. This 
happened in only a few cases. 

In the case of Edwards’ IGA in 
Charlevoix, there were séven items we 
were unable to locate in the store. In 
order to include them in the survey, the 
prices from the Boyne City Edwards 
store were substituted. Those items 
were Final Touch, Tampax, Northern 
toilet paper, Gala towels, Frito Lay 
Ruffles, Bluebonnet ‘‘lite & tasty’’ and 
Pyrina dog food, 

The prices in the survey were. taken

from the tops of the cans, boxes or bags. 
In some cases we found two identical 
items with two different prices. In these 
cases we took the least expensive item, 
as any shopper would do. Some items 
were on sale at some stores...Premium 
crackers, Puff’s tissue, Dole pineapple, 
Gold Medal flour, Budweiser, and 
Pepsi. 

In all cases we attempted to be as 
honest and fair to each store as we 
could. In no case was the store manager 
aware ahead of time that we would be 
in, and many probably don’t know now 
that we were ‘‘shopping”’ their store for 
ptices. A customer in the Boyne City 
Country Star Market remarked to me, 
“It must be inventory time.’’ 


Results 

The grocery bill total for the name 
brand products varied from $71.06 at 
Giant Supermarket in Petoskey to 
$82.66 at Edwards’ in Charlevoix— 
more than a 16 per cent difference 
between the two stores. By substituting 
less expensive brands on those items 
where available, the prices varied from 
a low of $62.28 at Glen’s in East Jordan 
to $79.59 at Edwards’ in Charlevoix—an 
increase of nearly 28 per cent, or 
$17.31. 

Some items were found to be notice- 
ably different in price. Final Touch 
softener in the 64 ounce container 
vatied in price from $1.59 to $2.29. In 
the produce department a bag of carrots 
weighing 16 ounces ranged in’ price 
from 20 to 50 cents. While Giant was the 
least expensive for the total name 
brand grocery bill, their produce ranged 
from high to highest. 

Det Monte catsup ranged from 49 to 
61 cents and Maxwell House coffee 
from $5.99 to $6.79. Dog food was a 
bargain at $2.09 and went up as high as 
$3.69. 

At each store one question was asked 
of the grocery checker, ‘‘Will your store 
accept any other store coupons beside 
your own?’ The answer in every case 
least expensive for the total name 
exception, Giant accepts all store cou- 
pons from our area. Should the coupon 
be on a ‘‘house’’ brand that Giant does 
not carry, they will substitute a similar 
brand product for that item. 

While we did not use store or product 
coupons in our’ survey you can chop 
dollars from your budget by clipping 
coupons and planning your menu to 
include items that are on sale. 

After ‘‘shopping’’ the Korger store 
we did visit with the manager, Brian 
Sorby. Sorby indicated his unhappiness 
that we were shopping the store now. 
Hamadv recently purchased it, but the 
changeover from Kroger products and 
pricing has not been completed. ‘‘Prices 
will be changing dramatically as 
Hamady takes over in the next week,”’ 
Sorby said. 

These price changes should appear 
when we repeat this survey in a couple 
of months. 


Shopping Around 

Meanwhile we asked if we could visit 
with some of the Kroger customers to 
find out if they regularly shopped there, 
why, and where they were from. 

We talked with 10 different people, 
including both sexes. Two indicated 
they shopped the sale. items only and 
did not usually shop there. Three others 


said they didn’t usually shop there but it 


was on the way or convenient. Three 
people said they shopped Kroger ‘‘reg- 


ularly," one said ‘‘quite a bit,’’ and one 
‘*sometimes.’ 
The customers indicated that the 
‘prices were good,’’ ‘‘most reason- 
able,’ ‘‘convenient,’’ and they ‘‘liked 
the store and the employees.’’ Of the 10 
customers, one was from Harbor 


Springs, one from Brutus, six froni 
Petoskey, one Boyne City, and one from 
between Boyne City and East Jordan. - 

Later, after completing the survey 
and comparison, | called Giant and 
talked to Tom Paulus, the assistant 
store manager. ‘We take price check# 
around,’’ he said. 

‘I’m not really surprised that we're 
lowest. We try to take care of out 
customers.’’ He felt that the store’s 
high sales volume might help account 
for some of the price difference. 

Shopping Options 

If you're a Boyne City resident and 
your car gets reasonable gas mileage 
and you have the time—or you already 
make a trip to Petoskey once 4 
week—then you may find that shopping 
Giant is a viable option. It’s about 20 
miles from Boyne City. Glen’s in East 
Jordan was only $1.78 more expensive 
than Giant and it is about 12 miles 
away. 

But there is yet another option open 
that doesn't even require changing yout 
store. Almost every store has its own 
store brands and/or generic brands. 

Also to be considered in choosing 
where you shop are the product 
selection and specialty items. Edwards’ 
IGA is a little smaller than the other 
stores in our survey and has somewhat 
higher prices, but they have an excel. 
lent meat and fish department. They 
will cut your meat to order and you can 
buy fresh fish and other delicacies in 
season. 

You may find that some of these 
brands will work just as well for your 
purposes. The difference between the 
name brands we selected for our 
shopping list and substituting generi¢ 
or other brands would save you $10.14 
at Country Star and $10.56 at Glen’s in 
East Jordan. Those are substantial 
savings that won't add to your gas bill, 
although they may take a little more 
time in selection. 

If you're willing to give the generic oF 
other brands a try, be sure to check the 
ingredients and compare the amount of 
the product to be used. Fabric softener 
can be purchased for 99 cents for 128 
ounces compared to as much as $2.39 
for 64 ounces. Exercise caution here. If 
the cheaper product requires a cup and 
the more expensive only two ounces, 
then you may save more by spending 
more. 

Aspirin is another good place to try 
the generic or store brands. If you use a 
lot of aspirin, you can purchase 100 
tablets of the less expensive for 39 cents 
instead of $1.09 for only 50 of Bayer. 
Medically, aspirin is aspirin. 

Country Star and Glen’s place their 
generic items all in one place. This 
makes it difficult to compare the labels 
and ingredients with name brands. But, 
it may well be worth the effort on many 
items. Canned vegetables tend to be a 
little tougher sometimes, the Extension 
Office tells me, but if the beans are 
going into soup or goulash, it won't 
matter as much.

_ to end strike without a contract

- EAST JORDAN - It wasn’t an easy 
‘decision for East Jordan's teachers to 


return to work without a contract this 


week, 


- Several factors were involved in the 
decision, to end the 16-day strike, but 
the school board’s offer of binding 
arbitration was the major reason. 

Other factors include the fast- 
approaching Oct. 9 millage election, the 
success of recent negotiations, the 
possibility of teachers being fired, and 
an anticipated loss of community sup- 
port as the strike dragged on. 

‘*Binding arbitration was the big 
issue from the start,’’ said Rodger 
Ransom, president of the East Jordan 
Education Association. ‘‘We don’t have 
it yet, but at least the board has put it on 
the table’’. 

Substantial compromises were made 
by both sides Thursday and Friday with 
‘the threat of a possible court hearing 
facing them if negotiations broke down. 

The board offered the teachers bind- 
ing arbitration—with a few exclusions— 
in a Friday afternoon bargaining session 
at the Erimet County Courthouse in 
Petoskey. 

The teachers’ negotiating team of 
Ransom, Bob Snyder, Larry Gee and 
Phil Goebel told their teacher col- 
leagues of the offer late that afternoon. 

There was no settlement, but pro- 
gress was being made on all issues, 
including salary. . 


After two days ot postponements, the 
court hearing was set for 9 a.m. 
Saturday. Everyone knew it wouldn't be 
postponed again because Judge Martin 
Breighner was starting a vacation on 

Monday. . 
TEACHERS CALL MEETING 
The teachers scheduled a staff meet- 


ing for 7:30 a.m. Saturday to talk over” 


their position. 

“There was quite a bit of debate on 
what we should do and exactly how we 
should do it,’’ Ransom said. 

‘We talked it over from the point of 
view of how it would affect the school 
board, the children, and our community 
support. It seemed like the best way to 
try to get things resolved would be to 
return to schoo! without a contract.’’ 

“It’s a tough position. We'd feel 
better if we had a contract, but we've 
been back to work before without a 
contract. The big issue was binding 
arbitration,”’ 

Bob Snyder said, ‘‘We kind of figured 
all along that when binding arbitration 
was on the table, we'd go back to 
work.”’ 

If that had been offered to us the first 

day of negotiations, I don’t think there 
would have been a strike. We wouldn't 
have gone on strike for money. The way 
the economy is, we wouldn't have had 
any support.” 
‘There were quite a few people who 
were reluctant to go back without a 
contract,’’ Snyder said. ‘‘They had 
committed themselves, and they didn’t 
feel like giving up.” 


Strike affected 


EAST JORDAN - Back in 3000 B.C. 
when children (boys, in those days) 
went to school and wrote on their damp 
clay tablets, teachers may have been 
discouraged with their lot, but strikes 
had not been invented. 

School has been with us so long, that 
having it is like not having 
breakfast. 

People in East Jordan missed their 
school for a little over three weeks 
during the teachers’ resoive to strike. 

Like most of the students, elementary 
school girl Jane Fleming said she 
missed school—her friends and her 
teachers. 
~ Jane, the daughter of Margaret and 
Jim Fleming, lives outside of East 
Jordan. Seeing friends is a big part of 
school when a person is too young to 
drive a car and friends are more than a 
walk away. 

And she worried about not being busy 
learning something. Off and on she put 
down arithmetic problems and tried to 


solve them. ‘‘I think it’s too bad,’’ she 
said. ‘‘Have to start all over at the 
beginning.”’ 

Sheryl Kashmerick has three school- 
aged children. The youngest was all set 
to go to kindergarten—have his first day 
in school. 

‘They were all disappointed,’’ she 
said. They continued to play in the 
neighborhood. And while Kashmerick 
worked to support them, the babysitter 
thought up projects for them. 


One of the concerns of parents, 
ey by Kashmerick is that holidays 
‘timed pretty much for when the 
children need them. ins: is throwing 
everything off."’ 


With the rainy weather having added 
to the pressures of finding things to do, 
Kashmerick said she was glad her 
children liked to read. 


A high school student said he and his 
friends thought it was ‘‘pretty boring’’ 
though they kept busy with football 


‘Ihe question of whether to return to 
work wasn't put to a vote, Snyder said, 
but there appeared to be considerable 
support for the idea. The negotiating 
team met and decided they would, 
indeed, return to work—regardless of 
the outcome of the 9 a.m. hearing. 

‘“We looked at all the options,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We figured that if we didn’t 


return to work on Monday, the. board | 


would start the process of firing people. 
That would have been the only choice 
left.” : 

The millage election was also a factor, 
Snyder said. '‘I don’t think it had a 
chance with us off work. Now we figure 
we can take the next two weeks and 
work for the millage...which we 
couldn’t have done if we were on 
strike." 

COURT ORDER DENIED 

As it turned out, the teachers 
returned to work of their own free will, 
because Judge Breighner denied the 
school board’s request that he order the 
teachers back to work. 

After hearing 2'4 hours of testimony 
Saturday morning, Breighner dismissed 
the case. He ruled that the strike was 
‘certainly inconvenient’’ and that 
‘hardship may very well result."’ 


But the board had to prove ‘‘irre- 
parable harm’’ would be done to the 


students, and this had not been shown 


during the hearing, the judge said. 


Breighner dismissed the case before 
the teachers and their attorney present- 
ed their own witnesses and testtmony— 


thus avoiding what could have been a 


public airing of ‘‘dirty faundry.”’ 
The judge read a statement at the end 


of the hearing in which he noted that the - 
parties had reached an impasse. ‘'The - 
irresistible force has collided with the 


immovable object,”’ he said. 
“Because the teachers are engaged 
in an illegal strike,’’ Breighner said, 
they must be discharged by the 
schoo! board and replaced. 
“ONE OTHER APPROACH”’ 
However, he added, ‘‘One other 
possible approach exists. Both parties 
could agree to. submit the contract 
dispute to binding arbitration...I have 


suggested this to the school board and 


the teachers."' 

The teachers, as might be expected, 
quickly endorsed this means of settle- 
ment. But one teacher negotiator said 
privately that he doubted whether the 
board would accept the suggestion. 

Meanwhile, no new negotiating ses- 
sions have been scheduled. 

School Supt. Me! Rullman said Tues- 
day. ‘‘Right now, we're just catching 
our breath. I hope everyone relaxes a 
bit before we start negotiating again." 

Numerous contract details remain to 
be worked out, although general agree- 
ment has been reached on most issues 
such as binding arbitration, layoff and 
recall procedures. and personal busi- 
ness days. 

The board's latest salary offer was an 
average increase of 9.67 percent for 
each teacher. while the teachers have 
come down to 11.67 percent. 
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East Jordan teachers spent a lot of time tn court last Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. But most of the time, the teachers Just walted around the Charlevoix and 
Emmet County Courthouses while negotiations continued elsewhere in the

‘I’m glad to be back in school, but I'd 
wish it were all settled,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
spent so much time going to meetings. 
Last‘week, we went'to school from 8 to 3 
on Monday through Wednesday, and 
then wes negotiated from. to 11 every 
night." * ae Ae 

‘I don’t look forward to starting the 
negotiations again. hut. it’s got ta be 
done.”’ 


School board president Mary Jason 
said the strike has been hard on her and 
her family, also. 

‘It’s been hardest on the kids, | 
guess,"’ she said. ‘‘They were all ready 
to start school, but they couldn’t. Then 
they didn’t see much of me for the next 
three weeks. But ] think it’s brought us 
closer together as a family.’’ 

It's over now. Kris Wiesler put it this 
way: ‘‘If we all work together as hard as 
some worked against, we will have a 
fantastic school: system, I'm sure.’’

Oct. 9 millage vote: 
another EJ crisis? 


EAST JORDAN Now that the 
teachers’ strike has ended, local school 
officials are turning their attention to 
another crisis. 

Their operating millage, which voters 
have turned down twice, is up for 
election again next Thursday, Oct. 9. 
Voting will be in the Civic Center, and 
polis will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

More than 60 percent of the voters 
cast their ballots against the millage 
proposals in June and August. A 
two-mill increase—23.2 mills in ail— 
was being asked at that time. 

Since is was defeated twice, board 
members decided to offer voters a 
choice this time. Three proposals will be 
on the ballot. 


Proposal I is for 21.2 mills, a renewal 
of the same amount approved fast year. 
That, school officials say, is about as 
low as they can cut their millage. 

Proposal II is for 0.8 mills, and 
Proposal III is for 0.9 mills. 

Approval of Proposal II would restore 
“first priority’’ program cuts such as 
counselors, a reading coordinator, a

Approving Proposal HI would restore 
a librarian, a half-time secretary, a 
program for emotionally impaired stu- 
dents and a number of high school and 
middle school sports that have been cut. 

On a house with a market value of 
$20,000 (assessed value of $10,000), 
the tax increase would be $8 per year for 
Proposal! II and $9 per year for Proposal 
Hl. 


Just like other school districts 
throughout Michigan, East Jordan’s 
state aid will be severely cut back due to 
the state's depressed economic condi- 
tion. 

Because of that factor, school officials 
have already made more than $158,000. 
in cuts that probably won’t be rein- 
stated this year even if all three millage 
proposals are passed. 

Those cuts include selling the admin- 
istration office, 5.3 teaching positions, 
the nurse, 1.5 secretaries, one cust- 
odian, one bus run, teaching supplies, 
game workers and spectator buses. 
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are facing voters in Boyne City and 
East Jordan next week. 
Boyne voters go to the polls on 
Monday, Oct. 6, and East Jordan 
residents will vote on Thursday, 
Oct. 9. 

Voters in both communities have 
defeated millage requests not once, 
but twice. If they were trying to tell 
the shool boards to cut their 
budgets to the bare bone (or 
beyond), they have gotten their 
message across. 

We strongly urge voters in both 
districts to vote yes and approve 
the requests that are bing made. 

Boyne City is asking for 21.4 
mills, an increase of 2.6. This 
proposal nearly passed both times, 
and a third try is being attempted. 
Nearly $40,000 in budget cuts were 
made after the second defeat, but 
that was just to make up for state 
aid cuts. 

It looks like even more state aid 
may be cut, and Supt. Rich Kelly 
estimates the district will have 
$300,000 less state assistance this 
year than last year. That's why a 
millage increase is needed even 
though services are being reduced. 
It's a tough pill to swallow, but we 
must deal with reality—and that’s 
the way it is. 

East Jordan is in a somewhat 
different situation, with more than 
60 percent of the voters opposing 
the requested 23.2 mills in both 
elections, 

After already making substantial 
program cuts, the board was forced 
to slash even more from the budget 
and give voters a choice of millage 
levels. 

Proposal I will ask for a renewal 
(no increase) of 21.2 mills. 
Proposals Ii and III will ask for an 
additional 0.8 and 0.9 mills to 
restore program cuts. 

Approval of Proposal J is an 
absolute necessity and will provide 
a bare bones operating budget.

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Editor, 

It is obvious that there are serious 
problems in the East Jordan school 
system—the teachers’ sirike being only 
the latest symptom. 

Though I am not a teacher, I am 
married to one, and so | have been 
exposed to their feelings on the issues 
as well as the views and comments of 
others in and around the community. 

The situation raises many questions 
to be answered—questions about the 
methods of negotiation, the positions of 
both sides, and the general attitudes 
that have contributed to the présent 
state of events. I find a disturbing lack 
of understanding between different 
factions regarding the issues involved, 
and general confusion amid the various 
rumors that inevitably characterize 
disputes of this type. 

First of all, it is essential to realize the 
fact that a successful educational 
system requires the active cooperation 
of four participant groups: the students, 
community, administration and teach- 
ers. 

Conditions between the teachers and 
the administration have deteriorated 
over the years to the point where each 


- feels it necessary to approach the other 


from an adversary position. Teacher 
morale has plummeted while frustration 
grows with the way the administration 
has dealt (or failed to deal) with the 
many problems the system faces. 

From various comments I've heard, it 
is my impression that many non- 
teachers have Jittle or no understanding 
of teachers—what they do, how hard 
they work, or the difficulties their job 
presents. At its lowest, such misconcep- 
tions are expressed as accusations that 
teachers are ‘‘underworked and over- 
paid.’’ 

Dealing with all sorts ot young 
people, face-to-face for six or seven 
hours a day is a highly intense type of 
interaction that demands constant 
attention and concentration. 

Much in the nature of teaching cannot 
be left in the classroom at day's 
end—teachers’ ‘‘homework™’ of sorts. 
Mentally reviewing the day's events, 
planning future lessons, grading 
papers, calling and dealing with par- 
ents, personal concerns for the prob- 
lems of one or more particular students, 
administrative pressures—these.: and 
many more concerns fill a teacher's day. 

Teaching is a profession of involve- 
ment. Such intellectual and emotional 
exertion can be just as exhausting as 
any physical tabor—and much more 
stressful. 

Efforts to compare teachers’ salaries 
to hourly workers’ wages are meaning- 
less. Like doctors, bank executives, or 
plant managers. teachers are paid for 


the services they perform, not the 
number of hours they work. 
For these and other reasons, most 


teachers feel justifiably proud of their 
profession—that what they do is very 
difficult but rewarding and important, 
deserving of the respect and support of 
both the administration and the com- 
munity. 


& 


The extent of their feelings was 
demonstrated by the fact of the teach- 
ers’ strike itself. 

Anyone who thinks the teacher would 
rather be on strike than in the classroom 
has never walked a picket line. It is 


degrading, boring, tiring and stressful - 


to carry a picket sign for hours in all 
types of weather, day after day. 

] know that many individuals ago- 
nized over the pros and cons of striking 
before the decision was made, and only 
the genuine feeling of desperation that 
there was no other acceptable alterna- 
tive forced them into agreeing to a 
walkout. 

The determining factor in the strike 
decision was the board’s adamant 
refusal to conduct serious contract 
negotiations. 

The major stumbling block to a 
contract settlement seems not to be the 
economic issues, but the procedural 
issue of binding arbitration for griev- 
ances. As it stands now, a teacher can 
take a grievance through four steps of 
review: principal, superintendant, 
board of education, and the court 
system. 

In essence, all that binding arbitra- 
tion does is provide a simpler, faster, 
and less expensive alternative to the 
courts. A neutral third party, 
arbitrator, comes in, listens to both 
sides, and then issues a ruling. The 
decision is ‘‘binding’'—both sides have 
to abide by it. Arbitration costs are split 
equally between both sides. 

Binding arbitration is a simple, fair, 
well-tested procedure for resolving 
differences already found in every other 
northern Michigan school district, ex- 
cept Boyne Falls. It is also part of most 
labor contracts—including the contract 
of the Postal Workers’ union, to which 
one of the board members belongs. 

Statistics show that of the 11 northern 
Michigan cases settled by binding 
arbitration, six were won by school 
boards and five by teachers. Any fears 
of onesidedness appear to have no 
substance in fact. 

An arbitrator does not make policy; 
he merely decides which party most 
cleatly conforms to the contract's 
provisions. Finally, the binding arbitra- 
tion being considered is only for 
gtievances—not for salary negotiations. 

For the teachers’ standpoint binding 
arbitration offers the protection of a 
more readily accessible, ultimately fair 
hearing for their side of a grievance 
dispute. 

Once the binding arbitration issue is 
resolved, the teachers have indicated 
their flexibility and willingness to 
compromise on any remaining issues, 
including salary. 

Most teachers recognize that present 
economic realities make a large salary 
increase impossible, that whatever 
compromise figure finally emerges will 
be inadequate but something they will 
have to live with. 

The teachers, then, are not demand- 
ing exotic concessions from the board— 
they are only asking for a fair and 
equitable contract comparable to what 


an.

most area teachers already have, 

The board of education members 
have been uncooperative in responding 
to community inquiries about their 
position—reports are that membcrs 
can’t, or won't be reached by phone. 

A school administration—principals, 
superintendent and board—is the 
manager of a schoo! system, not the 
owner of it. A major aspect of manage- 
ment responsibility is maintaining a 
good working relationship with em- 
ployees and the public, based on mutual 
respect and dedicated effort to get the 
job done. 

Good management doesn't have to 
resort to threats and intimidating tactics 
to impose its policies on workers. 
Authority, and respect for authority, are 
granted those who earn it through 
demonstrations of hard work, sound 
judgment, and conspicuous fairness in 
dealing with others. 

It also appears that some elements of 
the administrative structure fee} it their 
duty to ‘‘ride herd’’ on the teachers, to 
‘‘keep them in line." 

Through the use of teacher evaluation 
reports, class and schedule assign- 
ments, the degree of disciplinary sup- 
port, and other procedural methods, the 
administration can wield a great deal of 
pressure against an individual teacher. 
Such tactics have been described too 
often by too many people to be easily 
dismissed as the wild imaginings of a 
few malcontents. 

Whether out of envy, fear, or 
ignorance, such ill-advised attempts to 
gain more ‘‘control’’ over teachers have 
only created greater resentment and 


hostility. 
The community, and even some 
families, have split into opposed 


factions. and the potential hard feelings 
and bitterness may endure long after 
the strike issues have been settled. The 
longer this impasse drags on, the more 
everybody loses. Time has been lost, 
money wasted, and a lot of effort 
expended—all with little to show for it. 
Even after the contract issues are 
settled, enormous underlying problems 
will remain. If the school system is ever 
going to recover, a lot of changes will 
have to be made—in attitude or 
personnel. 
Communication throughout the sys- 
tem will have to be greatly improved. 
Positions will have to be explained, 
priorities re-examined, hard decisions 
made, and policies justified.

From Charlevoix you can visit to Russ 
and Sue Bolt’s Grange Hall Shop, 
located 3 miles south of town on C-65, 
Marion Center Road.

Many things have happened since 
those days, however.
